_Afterwarda they went into the 
operating room where Mr. Ander 
sen’s head was attended to. He 
was then taken to the X-ray room’ 
where his hand was examined 
under the X-ray. The bandages 
were left on and no photogriph 
swas.taken:-It would appear, Mr. 
Alabaster satd, that no examination 
of the injured finger was made 
because it was admitted that the 
jnjury to the hand = wis 
not diagnosed, Following the 
examination, Dr. Sanders said “Oh, 
This is alright. We shall soon have 
youright, old man; There are nn 
bones broken. Then the bandago 
was adjusted, the old leg splint 
being left there, and Mr. Andersen 
‘was returned to the ward. 

The next morning, December 15, 
the plaintiff told Dr. Sanders thathe 
still had a great deal of pain in his

was thé first time he Had sald it the 
whole time. He added: “But 
you will still have quite a ‘good arm 
again’ though it may show 
alittle deformity:” Mr. Andersen 
‘was told to walt until 2.30 when he 
would be attended to, He waited 
until about 3.30 when he saw the 
defendant in his “going out” 
clothes, having apparently forgot- 
ten about fie arrangement.
